We have already avowed that 1 men are born into this 
world Chriſt's emancipati, boughten creatures; or ap- 
propriated poſſeſſion ; that they are by redemption his 
unalienable property, with all which they are, or have; 
that they are to conſider themſelves as ſo utterly indepen- · 
dent on all but him, as to be excluſively and immutab- 
ly his ſervants, and vaſſals; as to be, not only his pro- 
perty as redeemer, but his property ſolely and ſingly; 
exempted by his redemption of them, from all other re- 
liance or control; and that as ſuch they are ſent into 
the world purely to anſwer his purpoſes, and to do his 
buſineſs only, And this truth is indeed the capital point 
of revelation; and to the knowledge of it, and of the 
truths therewith connected, every man, who can think,

every people and nation, even all whom the blood of 

© Chriſt has purchaſed, are Chriſt's abſolute property, and 


to be conſidered as his vaſſals or peculium; and that this 
vaſſalage is not partial, but, by the exacteſt law of juſ- 


tice, abſolute, unlimited, and without exception or ro- 
ſtriction; it will follow: that men can have no authority 
of their own, no reſerve. of right to themſelves; and 


| conſequently, neither can they duly convey any; or in 


other words, they can have no right to act or chuſe, or 


conſtitute without Chriſt their Lord. And becauſe 


they can duly convey no authority but with their Loxd, 
and by virtue of his licence, this authority by the Lord's 


125 licence conveyed may be juſtly called the Lord's, and 


not the peoples, authority. But it is certain, that the 


Lord authoriſes every aſſociation or imbodied people to 


chuſe 
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chuls and approve of their own temporal officers, ſo ar 
as this may be done conſiſtently with the good of others, 
with whom they are juſtly allied by a prior contratt, 
which has been religiouſly and inviglably obſerved, 
Power is fingly. the Lord's prerogative, therefore, as it 
were injurious to him, to conſult concerning the con- 
veyint or inveſting this without him; it were aſſo inſo- 
lenge to preſume upon a choice wherein to veſt it un · 
warrapted by his juſtice. Yet this choice, being duly 
and equitably made, by virtue of the authority given of. 
Cod, and according to the rules of bis juſtice; the off | 
figers themſelves ſa choſen, may nat only be juſtly aid 
to have their authority from him, but to be warne 
officers by his ordinance or appointment. 


In cvidence of the ſoundneſs of this reaſoning, we 
have ſeveral precedents aud declarations tranſmitted to

lated to both in the authority they bear, they ate an- 
ſwerable to both for the. due exerciſe of this authority:

proving and ratifying bis people's choice. And this au-

In every nation he who! feareth 
God and worketh righteouſneſs is accepted with him; it is not 
to be doubted but that, if theſe mighty men,. as faithful 
truſtees. for their brethren, are jealous for their native. 
rights, intereſts, and prerogatives, and animated with 
au induſtrious zeal to ſecure them, and reſign them with 
their dying breath intire, ſound, and indebilitated; and 
that if with ſingleneſs of heart they ſeek, not their own,
